In several of th«se states their sale is 
prohibited unless they are branded to 
show that tlwy contain alnm, and in 
the District of Columbia, under the 
laws of Congress, the sale of bread 
containingaiani has been made illegal.

A moose head whose antlers meas- 


ure from tip to lip six feet six and a half 
inches, a bead 011 which from tip to 
tip a board could be placed, the tallest 
of men lie down and not be too tall for 
the length of il—ic fact, the largest 
moose head in the world—is the prop- 
erty of W. F- Sheard, of T:ieoma. Wash. 
It has 40 prongs, and its immense fan- 
like antlers are enormous in their 
width as well as in height. The marvel 
is that any neck could have carried such 
a burden. 


Its history is unuauai ami tinctured 


•with the romantic superstition of the 
Canadian Indian. For many years the 
Indian tribes around Fort Selkirk and 
the mouth of the Stewart river, in the 
northwest territories of Canada, had 
told among themselves tlie tale of n. 
mighty moose, a "hi-uh mocse," that 
for vears ar.d years lincl haunted the 
district of the Stewart river.
